WASHINGTON #—Justice T. 
Alan Goldsborough today gave 
John L. Lewis a legal go-ahea3 for 
his $100 monthly pension plan for 
Miners. 

Goldsborough dismissed a plea 
of Ezra Van Horn, trustee for“op- 
erators on the United Mine work- 
er‘s welfare fund, for a court order 
to block payment of pensions for 
retired miners. 

The judge said he found the pro- 
posal for payments “reasonable 
and proper.” 

For Lewis, it marked his first 
triumph on three trips into Judge 
Goldsborough’s court. Twice before 
he had been there only to be fined 
for contempt of court for failure 
to end walkouts in obedience to

KOREA JUST LIKE IN EUROPE 


to feel that a Russo-American war 
is inevitable and that the sooner 
it takes place the better for Korea. 

There was such violence during 
the recent election, but since that 
time the ppposition has been hold- 


ing its fire—for an interesting 
rea3on. / 
Fhis is the assumption that 


American policy toward Korea is 
bound to change after the presi- 
dential election this coming No- 
vember. 

These Koreans apparently fig- 
ure that whoever wins the election 
here will receive and carry out a 
mandate to solve the Korean prob- 
lem. 

This may be a completely un- 
warranted assumption. It over- 
looks the fact that America’s 
policy in Korea i3 only part of a 
general policy of holding the line 
against Russian communist ex- 
pansion, and that this is largely 
the result of Russia's refusal to 
cooperate—on any terms but her 
own—in Korea and many other 
places. It ignores the fact that this 
American policy i3 a bipartisan af- 
fair, and that no matter who wins 
the election it is unlikely to change 
fundimentally unless or until the 
main reason for it changes. That 
reason is Russia, not Korea. 

This assumption by Koreans 
may be more than wrong. It may 
be very dangerous. Until now the 
moderate; in the opposition to 
Rhee have been able to pursuade 
the extremists that action now 
would only make things worse, 
probably prolonging the occupa- 
| tion and delaying independence. 
More recently even the moder- 
|ates have been pursvaded that af- 
| ter the American election the time 
i for action will have arrived. Word 
|from Korea is that large scale 
‘demonstrations are planned in the 
|south for that time—for national 
| unity, independence, and an end to 
| the occupation. 

No doubt the communists favor 
these pla: because any chance for 
‘violence improves their own pros- 
‘pects of taking over the whele 
country.

ATHENS #—The Greek ninth 
division advanced four miles fo 
guerrilla territory north of Kon- 
itsa today in an opening move of 
the greatest offensive of the long 
civil war. 

Official sources said no opposi- 
tion was encountered after the 
jumpoff, at 10 p.m., last night. 
Press dispatches ‘said a guerrilla 
force called Unit 670-A, com- 
manded by a “Captain” Kikitsos, 
deputy chief of staff to Communist 
leader Markos Vafiades, is pitted 
against the ninth division. 

It is one of six divisions, esti- 
mate to total 70,000 troops, mov- 
ing to erase about 7,000 rebels in 
the northern mountains near Al- 
bania.
